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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REOUIREMENT AND ELECTION OF SPECIES

provisionally elects Group I, claims 1-38 drawn to a hydraulic braking system. In reply to the 
Election of Species Requirement mailed October 2, 2002, Applicant provisionally elects

24 and 37 are generic to all species. These elections are made with traverse.

See MPEP §803 in which is stated that "If the search and examination of an entire application 
can be madeovithout serious burden}the Examiner must examine it on the merits, even 
though it includes claims to distinct or independent inventions."
